UN peacekeepers aim for recognition

WELLAND — There are 300 
United Nations peacekeeping 
veterans in Niagara and the 
local chapter for the Canadian 

United Nations Peacekeeping 
wants to hear from them. 

The Niagara chapter, known 
as the Cpl. Albert Storm, CD 
Chapter, has 18 members. 

President Don Bowman and 
public relations officer Terry 

increase the group’s visibility 
and attract new members. 

“Over the years the chap¬ 
ter has been trying to get the 


public aware of who we are 
and what we do," Brauweiler 
said. “We want to let people 

years ago.” 

He's now going to local 
media outlets and seeking sup¬ 
port from local businesses to 
help build the club. He one day 
dreams of having a clubhouse 
of their own. 

"Somewhere down the road 
we would like to have our own 
place where people drive by 
and see the UN blue." 

Brauweiler said the group 
meets the first Saturday every 
other month at Welland’s Royal 
Canadian Legion Branch 4 on 
Morningstar Ave. 10:30 a.m. 


to noon. The first UN peace¬ 
keeping mission was in 1956. 
Peacekeepers were deployed 
to help diffuse controversy over 
the Suez Canal. Since that time, 
Canada has been involved in 
55 peacekeeping missions, 
with 12 active missions. 

Brauweiler served for eight 
months in Cypress in 1968. 

In 1976 Bowman was the 
foreman of communication 
signals in Ottawa and was 
sent to Egypt to set up com¬ 
munication terminals between 
Ismailia, Egypt, and Ottawa. 
He spent seven months in 
Syria, Tel Aviv, Jerusalem and 
Lebanon. 

“The biggest problem is 


educating people,” Bowman 
said, noting some people don’t 
recognize that peacekeeping 
veterans have put their lives 
on the line. Although they can 
carry a weapon, they can’t use 
it until they have been shot at 
three times. 

“We still could have come 
back in a pine box,” Brauweiler 

While increasing their profile 
in the community, both men 
would like to see peacekeeping 

like any other soldier 

“All we're asking for is rec¬ 
ognition everybody else is 
getting,” he said. “We want to 
stand shoulder to shoulder 


with veterans.” 

Peacekeepers are honoured 
on Aug. 9. Members of the 
group take part in ceremonies, 
attend parades for veterans, 
attend other military associa¬ 
tion parades and meet with 
other groups. The Niagara 
chapter also works closely with 
Courtland and Barrie chapters. 

The next meeting of the 
local chapter is Saturday, Feb. 
5. Veterans are encouraged to 
join. The annual free to join is 
$35 and there are three levels 
of membership: regular, asso¬ 
ciate and honorary.

Field Artillery Regiment 

The word levee originated 
in the Levde du Soleil (Rising 
of the Sun) of King Louis XIV 
of France. 

Later, in the 18th century 
the levee in Great Britain 
and Ireland became a formal 
reception given by the sover¬ 
eign or a representahve m the 
forenoon or early afternoon. 

The first recorded one in 
Canada was Jan. 1,1646, in the 
Chateau St. Louis by Charles 
Huault de Montmagny, gover¬ 
nor of New France from 1636 
to 1648. 

Happy New Year, the gover¬ 
nor informed guests of events 
in France as well as the state 
of affairs within the colony. 
In turn, the setders renewed 
then pledges of allegiance to 
the Crown. 

The Levee tradition was 
continued by British colo¬ 
nial governors in Canada 
and subsequently by both 
the Governor General and 
lieutenant-governors. 

The Lincoln and Welland 
Regiment, the region’s reserve 
regiment, has held a levee at 
the Lake Street Armoury since 
the 1930s.

Pharmacists get many questions about how to treat "pink eye”, also known as 
infectious conjunctivitis. Pink eye can be bacterial or viral. Bacterial pink eye is 
common in children as they share toys, towels and come in close contact with each 
other at school and day care. In general however, most cases of pink eye are viral. 

Depending on the type of pink eye treatment will differ. Bacterial conjunctivitis 
can be treated with antibiotic drops. There is no medicinal treatment for viral 
conjunctivitis. 

In 45% to 73% of children with purulent „pink eye” an ear infection is also 
present. If the eye has a purulent discharge, swelling and burning, this usually 
points to a bacterial infection. A mild watery discharge with itching, associated with 
a concurrent upper respiratory infection signals viral conjunctivitis. 

Both types of infections are generally self-limiting, (they will resolve on their own 
with out medication). Most types of bacterial conjunctivitis will resolve within eight 
days. These infections can be treated to speed up recovery and prevent the spread 
of the infection. Cold and warm compresses can be used as well as a variety of 
topical antimicrobial agents. Polysporin drops are available over-the-counter and 
will cover most pathogens causing bacterial conjunctivitis. Other prescription eye 
drops are also available. 

Bacterial conjunctivitis is contagious as soon as symptoms are present and for 
as long as there is discharge from the eye, and continue for one to two days after 
starting the antibiotic. 

With viral conjunctivitis compresses are about the only treatment available. If 
one eye is involved the other eye will become infected within days in about half 
the cases. Symptoms may worsen for a few days slowly improving over one to two 
weeks. This condition is contagious before the appearance of symptoms and as 
long as symptoms last. 

If you wear non-disposable contact lenses clean them thoroughly and buy a new 
storage case. Disposable lenses should be thrown away. Glasses should be worn 
for the duration of the infection. If you use other drops for treating conditions like 
glaucoma you should replace these to avoid inadvertent contamination. 

To prevent the spread of infection practice good hygiene, washing hands and 
towels of the infected person. 

If you are having trouble with your child s school you can ask the pharmacy for an 
explanatory note. This helps clear up any misconceptions they may have regarding 
the treatment that is necessary, and steps that need to be taken to prevent the 
spread of the condition.

’Tis the season to treecycle 


O nce the New Year's ball 
drops, needles are sure to 

follow. 

Maybe your Christmas tree is 
already showing a hint of brown. 
Soon, prickly pine foliage is falling 
thicker indoors than snowflakes 
outdoors. 

It’s time, holiday fans, for 
treecycling. 

No, that’s not a forest-oriented 
spin class. It’s more like stuffing 
your Christmas tree in a blue box. 

On Jan. 8, Niagara Region will 
collect holiday trees at the curb — 
about 140 tonnes of them, based 
on last year’s statistics. 

If you’re feeling holiday separa¬ 
tion anxiety, never fear. Your not- 
so-evergreen will be put to good 
use — maybe back in your own 
garden, or attracting tourists along 
the Niagara Parkway. 

Many local Christmas trees end 
up at the Niagara Parks Botanical 
Gardens and its school of horti¬ 
culture, said Sarah Wood, public 
relations manager at the Niagara 
Parks Commission. 

“The trees make really great 
mulch for gardening, and it’s an 
environmentally sound practise 
so we use a lot of them on our own 
gardens,” Wood said. “But we also 
like to share with the community.”

That’s why the commission is 
inviting residents to bring a shovel 
and a sack to the gardens Sunday, 
Jan. 9. Hundreds of trees will be 
chipped that day, and eager gar¬ 
deners can collect flee wood chips 
between 10 a.m and 5 p.m. 

The commission is also offer¬ 
ing two-for-one admission to 
the Niagara Parks Butterfly 
Conservatory that day for Niagara 
residents. 

The rest of the collected 
Christmas trees are composted at 
regional landfill sites or the pri¬ 
vately run Walker Industries in 
Thorold, said associate regional 
director Catherine Habermebl. 

The fibrous material “is a really 
great garden additive” to the final 
compost product, she said. 

So if you buy a bag, there’s 
always a chance your old arboreal 
buddy will help grow some new 
plants in your backyard. 

The Region collects Christmas 
trees in every municipality but 
Wainfleet, provided they’re placed 


at the curb or at the end of your 
driveway by 7 a.m. (Please don’t 
bag them, stuff them in a snow¬ 
bank or leave tinsel and hooks on 
the branches.) If Jan. 8 is too soon 
to part with your Christmas coni- 
fet you can drop off your tree at all 
regional landfills, for free. 

In Pelham, Shorthills Fire and 
Rescue Association will not hold 
a fund raising tree burning as it 
had the past few years at Pelham 
Fire Station No. 3 on Sixteen Rd. 
Organizers said they were unable 
to find a convenient tune. 

■ Other need-to-know post¬ 
holiday trash facts: 

— most cards and holiday wrap 
can’t be recycled because of high 
ink content. Trash them; 

— Watch for trash and recycling 
changes coming at the end of 
February. A new collection con¬ 
tract for the Region means garbage 
pickup will be limited to one bag 
or can per housing unit each week, 
starting in March. Recycling boxes 
green, grey and blue will also be 
picked up every week. Grass clip¬ 
pings, however, will not be col¬ 
lected — leave them on the lawn,
